The hnaard he presents does not no;, exist for them* In fact, it doesn't 
exist at all because he saw nothing* Association in ituelf proves nothing* Here is where 
the govermaent also has been stupid because instead of offering a deal it should have offered 
collaboration* It has the protection of the prosecution bing by the state* 

This troubles ise because it represents what has betJit so detrimntol to fiy work in the 
past, including but not limited to the time this kind of thing has required in the past*
